CONTROL OF THE PURSE. 


The city council asks that the charter be amend- 
ed so as to give council control over the expendi- 
ture of all appointive boards. This no doubt is 
the result of a situation which arose some time 
ago, when it was found that the library and health 
boards were more or less independent of control, 
occupying in fact a position somewhat akin to 
that of the school board in regard to money mat- 
ters. The proposed change is in line with the 
public interests and safety, and should be made. 
The taxpayer has all he can do, and a good deal 
more, to keep up with the expenditure made and 
authorized by the council and the schoo! board, 
without any other bodies holding semi-independ- 
ent power to spend taxes or pile debts upon him. 
Decentralization of authority in the spending of 
public money is ruinous. 


ANOTHER FALL OUT. 


Seemingly the Allies are losing no opportunity 
to disagree. The French delegation was instruct- 
ed to remain at Lausanne, after an agreement had 
been reached that all the delegations should with- 
draw when the proposed treaty had been presented 
to the Turks., An open break was only avoided by 
the British delegates deciding to remain until Sun- 
day. Whatever the reason, the result of the fall- 
out is to encourage the Turks to hold out for 


everything they can think of that they would like 
to have. The way the Allies stood together on the | 
battle-line was wonderful; but no more so than 
the regularity with which they fail to stand to- 
gether in the council chamber, whether at London, 
Paris, Genoa, Mudania or Lausanne. By their | 
union they won the war; by their dis-union the 
enemy is evading the penalties and collecting the 
spoils. | 


TURN ON THE LIGHT. 


Premier King says the investigation into the 
Lake rates on grain is only the starting of a gen- 
eral ‘‘trust-busting’’ campaign, and that wherever 
there is evidence that combines are working to 
restrain trade or to unduly raise prices their oper- 
ations will be probed. There is less openly appar- 
ent need of such investigatory activity now than | 
there was a few years ago, when nothing but un- 
bounded faith in the unselfishness of mankind 
could reconcile the observer to the ceaseless boost- 
ing of prices. Conditions in late years have been | 
enforcing a return to wholesome business methods. | 
Hard times are particularly hard on artificial | 
price-fixing. Watered stock does not commonly | 
draw dividends when trade is slack, and selling 
agreements are not tenable when buyers have to 
be coaxed. When the publie got over the great 
post war spending spree and began to hang onto 
their money, dealers and producers alike came 
under pressure to cut prices and stop standing on 
ceremonial arrangements with contemporaries 
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years ago, and is not imposing anything like the 
amount of hardship on the public. 

But the fact cannot be questioned that defla- 
tion has not worked out harmoniously all round | 
the ring. It has hit some sections of the commun- 
ity harder than others. That the farmer's prices 
have been brought down to less than the normal | 
peace time level in respect to some products is 
plain enough. For others he is getting about what | 
he did on the average before the war. On a few 
lines he is getting more, but they are not the items | 
which show largely in the sum total of the farm | 
receipts. On the other hand the farmer claims | 
that he has to pay more than normal peace time | 
prices for a good many kinds of manufactured | 
goods. He is no worse off in that respect than the 
townsfolk, but as his selling prices have gone 
down farther than wages he feels it more, and it is 
chiefly from him that the chorus of protest is 
coming. 

It may be that in a good many cases the public 
are asking for the impossible when they call for a 
return to pre-war prices. The producing cost of a 
good many commodities is publicly known to be 
far higher than it was in those times, and to retail 
them at the same figures without loss is not prac- 
ticable. The fact that wages have not gone down 
as far as the prices of the farm products out of 
which the country draws its purchasing power in 
itself accounts for a good share of the present 
spread between what the primary industry of the 
country gets for its products and what has to be 
paid for manufactured goods. The factory owner 
who is paying ten dollars per day as against five 
dollars in pre-war times cannot possibly turn out 
his goods at pre-war prices. It is probably not 
generally recognized how far the influence of in- 
creased wages extends in making the present 
prices of manufactured articles out of proportion
